Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Rest Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 1. Obtain 
an Official Rule Book from NBRSA 
Headquarters, Mrs. Bernice E. Mc- 
Mullen, 607 West Line St., Minerva, 
Ohio 44657. 2. At the same time, 
send her $8.00 for one year’s mem- 
bership. Anyone will save money by 
doing this, if he attends more than 
three registered matches a year. 
3. From this Rule Book, a shooter 
will be able to choose the class of 
Bench Rest Shooting he prefers. 
4. Pages two, three and eighteen de- 
scribe the rifles and their limitations. 


The act of Bench Rest Shooting 
consists of sitting at a bench with 
a rifle resting on sand bags. The ob- 
ject of this position is to eliminate, 
as much as possible, the errors en- 
countered in the process of holding 
and firing a rifle. Bench Rest Shoot- 
ing is a sport, competitive or indi- 
vidual. The personal satisfaction 
gained in the ability to place one 
bullet on top of another, thus mak- 
ing a one hole group at 100 Yards 
and often at 200 Yards, has capti- 
vated an enthusiastic interest of many 
shooters for this kind of sport. It is 
particularly suited to both men and 
women who are not interested in 
indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Rest Shooters are of the older set. 


This does not mean, however, that it 
does not present a challenge to the 
younger shooter; it will engage and 
tax his capabilities as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated by the 
organization of The National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association in the years 
1949 and 1950. At that time a com- 
petitive program was introduced and 
has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Rest Class. it is 
very important that he attends some 
of the Matches. Here he will learn 
much by asking questions, observing 
the equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Rest Shooter is more than anxious to 
help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
etc. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

.222 BULLET DIES & JACKETS 
—WHERE? 

In one of your columns in Pre- 
cision Shooting you said it was diffi- 
cult to average under .35 inch with 
commercial 52-53 grain hollow point 
bullets. Therefore I would like to 
swage my own jacketed bullets, for 
bench rest shooting. I’ve been writ- 
ing for literature and reading as 
much as I can but I’m still rather 
confused. My press which I want to 
use is a R.C.B.S. “Rockchucker”. 
Who is presently making the best 
grade dies; i.e. which dies will make 
the best bullets assuming equal care 
is used? Baehler has a set of point 
up dies for sale or Mr. Wood could 
make me a set of point down dies. 
Is there a difference in quality of 
bullet made? All the diagrams I’ve 
seen have the die on top and the 
punch on the bottom. And where do 
you get Sierra .22 jackets now that 
that darned GCA has put Kenru out 
of business according to the latest 
Gun Digest? SAS says their core 
swage die does not form tapered 
cores which are necessary to proper- 
ly fit Sierra jackets; are they not? 
Any advice would be appreciated.

If the RCBS “Rockchucker” has the 
same leverage as the old RCBS “B” 
press, it should be ideal for bullet 
making. 

In dies I prefer carbide inserts as 
regular tool steel dies are generally 
worn out for fine accuracy work in 
less than 20,000 bullets. You will be 
surprised how soon the 20,000 figure 
will be reached. My experience with 
Bahler is limited, but I have Biehler 
and Astles, Sherman, and Detsch dies. 
Detsch is the only one of these three 
still in business selling dies. His ad- 
dress is C. J. Detsch, 133 Larch Road, 
St. Marys, Pa. 15857. 

Try Robert W. Hart, 401 Montgom- 
ery Street, Nescopeck, Pa. 18635 for 
Sierra jackets. I did not know that 
Kenru had stopped selling jackets. 
The core should not fit the jacket 
exactly; a little clearance is neces- 
sary to avoid trapping air beneath 
the core. 

The Remington 20X telescope is 
available but very slow on delivery. 
The advertised list price is $159.95.

A discussion was held pertaining 
to the reticule on the various measur- 
ing devices throughout the various 
regions. Al Angerman had informed 
President Ray Speer that no apparent 
problems existed. Since no apparent 
problem existed a motion was made 
by Whittington and seconded by 
Pickens that the discussion be tabled. 
The motion was passed by a 5 to 1 
vote by a show of hands. The nega- 
tive vote was cast by A. Freund. 

New business consisted of: 

A discussion pertaining to the 
postal matches with Australia was 
held. It was felt by the Directors 
present that very little good would 
come of this type of match. Presi- 
dent Ray Speer will discuss this 
match with Bob Hart and authorize 
him to continue negotiations with 
Sporting Shooters’ Association of 
Australia. 

Proposed by President Ray Speer 
that the restricted rest classification 
be eliminated. Motion by David 
Whittington that the President ap- 
point a committee to propose the 
necessary changes in the wording of 
the rule book to accomplish this 
change. Ralph Pickens and Earl 
Stroup were appointed to this com- 


mittee and are to report to the Board 
of Directors Tuesday, August 26, 1969. 


President Speer went on record as 
opposing the proposed Kinsley by- 
law changes. The present by-laws 
with minor changes were read by 
David Whittington. It was de- 
termined that all Directors would 
think about these minor changes and 
report their thinking on these 
changes at the Tuesday, August 26th 
meeting. 


A discussion on the wording in 
the present rule book pertaining to 
the hunting rifle stock was held with 
no decision agreed upon. 


A proposal by President Speer that 
no persons be allowed to participate 
in a NBRSA match unless they were 
members of NBRSA or the additional 
entry fee be raised to approximate- 
ly the NBRSA entry fee. This was 
tabled for future discussion. 


President Ray Speer informed the 
Directors that Dave Wolfe, Publisher 
of Rifle Magazine, has proposed that 
the Rifle Magazine be the official 
magazine for the NBRSA. All Di- 
rectors received a proposal that was 
submitted by the Wolfe Publishing 
Company. A motion was made by 
Bonner and seconded by Stolle that 
Wolf be invited to the Tuesday meet- 
ing to present more information on 
the proposed change. Passed 6 - 0 
by a hand vote. 


The combining of the Secretary- 
Treasurer of NBRSA with the editor 
of Precision Shooting was submitted 
for the Directors’ consideration. A 
motion by Pickens, seconded by 
Stroup not to combine the two jobs. 
Passed — 6 affirmative, 1 negative. 
Negative vote cast by M. Walker. 


A motion by D. Whittington that 
the Secretary-Treasurer keep all di- 
rectors advised as to the names, ad- 
dresses, expiration dates of all mem- 
bers applying for new membership 
or renewal membership on a quarter- 
ly basis. Seconded by Earl Stroup, 
passed unanimously. 


President Ray Speer presented to 
the Board of Directors the following 
for their consideration: 


1. National range to be presented 
to the NBRSA by the John Zink 
foundation. 


2. All national matches to be held 
at this location and at the same 
time. 


Meeting adjourned at 12:10 a.m.

Unrestricted rests to comply 
with the definitions of Section 
I B 13 a and b of these official 
rules. Passed unanimously. 


Dave Wolfe and Neal Knox of The Rifle 
Magazine presented the advantages to 
be gained by NBRSA if The Rifle Maga- 
zine becomes the official magazine of 
NBRSA. A question and answer period 
followed their presentation. 


Motion made by D. Whittington and by

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In October of 1967 a site was found 
near Williamsport, Pa. to conduct the 
first match on the farms of Car] Lynn 
and Merlin Waltz. One thousand 
uninterrupted yards are hard to come 
by in Pennsylvania, so the first 
matches were fired from the edge of 
a corn field, across two valleys and 
roads, into a pasture field. The dis- 
tance was determined by the range 
finder. Portable benches were used 
and communications between firing 
line and the targets was by auto- 
mobile and/or walkie-talkie. The 
bullets in flight passed over property 
owned by four separate people. 


The size of the target has remained 
unchanged. The 5-ring equals 12 
the 21 shooters present. 


Three additional matches were 
held at the same site during the re- 
mainder of 1967 without determining 
the superiority of any specific equip- 
ment. However, a new sport was 
born with many avid followers. The 
competitors experienced an exhila-

ration not equalled in any other 
sport. 

During the winter of 1967 and 1968, 
the Original Pennsylvania 1000 Yard 
Benchrest Club was officially formed 
and the officers pro-tem were rati- 
fied by the membership with William 
K. Theis as the Charter President. 
Under his leadership, a permanent 
site was leased with ideal accessi- 
bility to both the firing line and tar- 
gets on land wholly owned by Irvin 
E. Plants in Cascade Township, Ly- 
coming County. A great deal of con- 
struction work was done by these 
first officers by way of building 
bunkers, target carriers, benches, 
inches; 4-ring, 24 inches; 3-ring, 36 
inches. Shots not touching the 3-ring 
do not count for score. Firing se- 
quence was determined by lot among 
telephone communication system, 
toilets, etc. 

The first match of the newly 
formed Club was held in April of 1968 
and it was at this match that the 8% 
inch record group for 10 hots at 1020 
surveyed yards was fired by Paul 
Kempfer of Wellsburg, N. Y. Paul 
performed this feat with a .308 Nor- 
ma Magnum built by himself. This 
was an official range record (and 
unofficial world’s record) for a 1000 
yard 10 shot group fired in compe- 
tition until August 10, 1969 when Lee 
Hocker of Camp Hill, Pa. fired 10 
shots with a .300 Win. Magnum into 
8 15/32 inches. 

In August, 1968, the Club incorpo- 
rated and is now known as the Origi- 
nal Pennsylvania 1000 Yard Bench- 
rest Club, Inc. In January, 1969, the 
Club became affiliated with NBRSA. 
Attendance at the matches, held on 
the second Sunday of the month, 
reached 104 competitors in July of 
1969. One can see a wide variety of

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accouterments at a large bore long 
range rifle match with over 100 
shooters present. 

Rules and qualifications are rela- 
tively simple and the Club is grateful 
to the officers and advisors of the 
NBRSA for their liberal help in these 
matters. In general, any rifle with 
any sights is acceptable, if fired from 
sandbags front and rear without posi- 
tive guiding means. Return to battery 
devices are not permitted except for 
exhibition purposes, Shooting prone 
with a sling is permissible. 

The answer to the original ques- 
tions addressed to ourselves concern- 
ing the ideal long range rifle and 
cartridge combo is, in this writer’s 
estimation, hopelessly obscured in a 
maze of statistics. Until some pro- 
fessional statistician evaluates the 
data on hand, these hard core facts 
seem apparent from the first 15 places 
determined from the aggregate group 
sizes of the six best groups shot by 
each shooter during 1968: 9 places— 
30 cal.; 3 places—6.5x300 WWH; 2 
places—25.06; 1 place—.264 Win. A 
more detailed statistical analysis 
would be redundant as the editor of 
P.S. provided thorough coverage of 
the statistics as they were being 
made. 

Weather conditions were not re- 
corded for these statistics and this 
would seem to be a “must” in any in- 
telligent evaluation to determine the 
best long range cartridge. Present 
shooter preference is either 6.5x300 
or one of the 30 cal. magnums but 
this is reminiscent of the age-old .270 
versus 30.06 enigma. The common 
denominator is that no rifle was 
operated to the extent of its capabili- 
ties, so shooter preference should 
take its rightful place as a psycho- 
logical factor. 

What did we learn? We all surely 
agree that doping wind and mirage at 
1,000 yards can be especially brutal. 
Long range shooting is a lot of fun 
—and, finally, you meet the nicest 
people at a rifle range.

One publication that I look for- 
ward to receiving and reading each 
year is John Amber’s “Gun Digest’. 

This annual, and I have read every 
edition now for twenty-four years, 
always has new material of interest 
to everyone in the gun game. The 
twenty-fourth 1970 edition is no ex- 
ception, 

My copy arrived the day I left 
Maine for the National Varmint and 
Sporter Rifle Championship at Fas- 
sett, Pennsylvania. Since I was be- 
ing chauffeured by my son “Joe”, 
I read articles and looked at the 
pictures both going and coming. It 
was not the usual boring trip. 

For the collector, and those inter- 
ested in where we have been in the 
gun game, there are several articles. 
The most interesting to me were: 
“Six Shooters Since Sixteen Hun- 
dred”, by Merrill Lindsay, and Pete 
Kuhloff’s “Marlin — A Century of 
Famous Firearms”. 

Then for those who like reference 
material, there is the third article of 
recent years on proof marks. This 
one is devoted to France. 

Nor is the shooter of the old fire- 
arms forgotten as there are a number 
of articles of note, including one by 
Major Ackerman explaining by text 
and drawing the meaning of the vari- 
ous decorations found on the old 
Kentuckys. These are a bit more 
difficult to comprehend than those 
seen on the bench rest rifles — like 
“Hot Stuff”, etc. 

The only writing that is “bench 
rest” in the strict sense of the word 
is by our bench rester friend, Warren 
Page, who writes of the sleeves, stiff 
actions, shorter stiffer barrels, new 
stock design, and new scopes. The 
only criticism I have to offer, and it 
applies to many of the gun writers 
today, is the failure to mention when 
speaking of the sleeves the fact that 
Oren Bellows, deceased bench shoot- 
er, invented the sleeved actions and 
his widow now holds the patents. 

There are articles for the shotgun- 
ner, the pistol shooter; on foreign 
guns and new accessories. One of 
interest to chronograph users is by 
John Amber. In it he explains and 


describes the new photo-eye bullet 
screens. Also included is a section 
on scopes with full data on those 
commercially available. 

There are a number of photo- 
graphic sections. One particularly 
enjoyable has pictures of the artistry 
of the gun engravers. 

Then, too, the section on custom 
guns is something to view. There 
are many guns pictured made by the 
name gun smiths of the country. 
Some made by bench rest “smiths” 
are included; in fact, the final gun 
pictured is by Bob Maberry of Texas 
who attended the Nationals at Fas- 
sett and helped to make the shoot a 
pleasurable one. 


One thing has puzzled me over the 
years, and it is present or absent in 
the handsome guns in this picture 
review. When one is having his 
“dream” rifle built by a top-notch 
gun smith with the best action and 
with the finest wood, why aren’t the 
barrels (one of the most important 
items) on these guns made by the 
master barrel makers, whose records 
in big bore, small bore, bench rest, 
and international shooting demon- 
strate them to be the best available? 
The purchasers of the “dream” guns 
ignore or are ignorant of one of the 
items that will make their gun, fifty 
years from now, comparable to a 
Pope or Zishang of today. In other 
words, their dream gun instead of 
being just another fine gun will be a 
treasure to own. 


There are hunting articles; hand 
loading sections, pictures and de- 
scriptions of all the modern arms in 
the Digest, all of interest. 

A good reference section finally 
closes out the work. There is a Di- 
rectory of the Arms Trade, a Glossary 
for Gunners, The Arms Association 
in America and Abroad, and a listing 
of various books pertaining to guns 
and gunning. 

All in all and without reservation 
I recommend the 1970 edition of the 
Gun Digest. It is the best $4.95 buy 
on the market. 
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Shooting with iron sights is a con- 
stant challenge at any age, and some- 
thing more than that after one’s 
“youth is all spent”. There comes a 
time when it is a real problem, and 
each hit in the X ring becomes a 
reward for applied effort. Neverthe- 
less, I am convinced that any eyes 
capable of being corrected to 20-20 
vision or thereabouts, can be made 
to serve their owner well enough to 
keep him in iron sight competition. 
I will only attempt to relate here 
what I know from my own experi- 
ence, and will not try to second guess 
the optometrists and ophthalmolo- 
gists. 

I suppose some shooters have the 
ability to see both the front aperture 
and the bullseye as black, sharp and 
distinct images. I can’t remember 
whether I ever had this thrill or not, 
but I can tell you that for the past 
several years I have only been able 
to see one or the other sharply— 
never both at the same time. Experi- 
ence has taught me that if I use the 
proper lens, I can make the rim of 
the front aperture appear as sharp 
and distinct, and that if I use just the 
bare minimum of plus lens required 
to do this, there will be enough of 
the bull image to permit centering it. 
But if carried too far, there just won’t 
be an aiming point out there. Also, 
if the bull appears to be really black 
and sharp, it’s a pretty good bet that 
insufficient plus lens is being used. 
I now find that my eye requires dif- 
ferent lenses from day to day, and 
even during the course of a day’s 
shooting. 

To meet the demand for a range of 
optical correction to accomplish the 
above, I have developed a simple 
system which works well for me. I 
have assembled a number of plus 
lenses, ground in increments of 1/4 
diopter from +.25 to +2.25. These 
lenses are 3/8” in diameter and are 
inserted in short sections of latex 
_ tubing for quick and easy mounting 
_ on nipples either behind or in front 
_ of the rear sighting disc. In actual 
_ practice the system works this way: 
e Just before the first match, I place 
» a 41.50 lens (my actual eyeglass 
strength) on the rear sight, leaving 
_ off my eye glasses, of course. If the

bull appears to be too sharp, and the 
front aperture too iffy, I try the +.1.75 
lens, and so on until I find the best 
lens for the particular light condition, 
and/or my immediate eye require- 
ment. As the day progresses, I usual- 
ly find that I will have to change 
lenses one or more times. There are 
days when I will need a range of 
lenses totaling as much as .75 diopter. 
An important adjunct to this lens 
juggling is the careful adjustment of 
the size of the rear aperture, and in 
general I find that reducing the size 
of the rear aperture sharpens up the 
bull, but may possibly fuzz up the 
image of the front aperture. So again 
it is a matter of compromise, and can 
usually be whipped with a patient 
application of “cut and try”. 


In my experience the rim width of 
the front aperture is possibly as criti- 
cal as the size of the hole. Just now 
now I seem to be getting my best 
groups with a light yellow front aper- 
ture of good quality plastic, with a 
135” hole and a .0575” rim width. I 
make these by slightly recessing the 
plastic with a .250” end mill, drilling 
the desired hole, then chamfering the 
hole from the side opposite to the 
.250” recess. The chamfer and the 
recess are filled in with flat black 
paint. I carry a set of these aper- 
tures in hole sizes ranging from .120” 
to .140” in increments of .005”, all 
with the .250” rim recess, but find 
that I rarely have to change. The 
sizes, of course, are for our present 
American targets. The larger aiming 
area of the LS.U. and the British 
National targets usually require a 
larger front aperture. 

The problem of selecting the proper 
lens as described above can probably 
be met by the average shooter with 
eye problems by the use of one of 
the variable diopter devices, such as 
the new Redfield Vard. This device 
covers a range of —1.20 to +2.50 di- 
opters at infinity, with a magnifi- 
cation of approximately 1 power, 
thus it should meet the requirement 
of those who are either far sighted 
or near sighted. All of my work has 
been with plus lenses, since I am 
far sighted. Those who are near 
sighted will of coure require differ- 
ent lenses.

Under American N.RB.A. rules, opti- 
cal correction may be all in the rear 
sight, either in front or in back of 
the rear aperture, it may be entirely 
in the eyeglasses, or it may be split 
between those two positions. Under 
British N.B.R.S.A. rules, the cor- 
rection may not be split, can be either 


all in the eyeglasses or in the rear 
sight, but if in the latter, must be in 
LS.U. 
rules prohibit the use of optical glass 
at any place in the sighting system, 
but permit the use of filters. When 
once the shooter understands fully 
what is required in this lens juggling, 
it is usually possible to work it out 
so he can perform fairly well regard- 
less of where the correction is placed. 
It is really surprising the groups that 
result when the front aperture is 
made to appear sharp and black, even 
though the bull does look like a mis- 
shapen squash with long hair!

Each year as Independence Day 
draws near, people’s thoughts turn 
to parades, speeches, fireworks dis- 
plays, a weekend at the lake and 
other pleasurable pursuits. The 
benchrest rifleman, however, can 
only think of the Annual Speer 
Matches, fireworks of a different 
sort, and a display of shooting equip- 
ment equalled only at the National 
Bench Rest Matches. 

This year, the Seventh Annual 
Speer Matches were held at the Tul- 
sa Bench Rest Rifle Club’s John Zink 
Range near Skiatook, Oklahoma with 
the Heavy Varmint Match on Satur- 
day, and the Heavy Bench Rest 
Matches Sunday, July 5 and 6. Satur- 
day evening Speer, Inc., sponsors of 
the match, hosted an “Idaho-style 
Chuck Wagon Buffet” for the com- 
petitors and their families. This was 
followed by a movie on big game 
hunting and the Heavy Varmint tro- 
phy presentations. Trophies for the 
Bench Rifles were awarded Sunday 
afternoon following these matches. 

Competitors from several states 
were in attendance, many of them 
traveling hundreds of miles. Among 
the regulars were Manley Oakley, 
Seattle, Washington; “Bud” Carden, 
Kansas City; Bill and Barbara Schel- 
lert, St. Louis; Ed and Emily Shilen, 
Grand Prairie, Texas; Larry Engle- 
brecht, Wichita; and “Red” Corneli- 
son, Seminole, Oklahoma. Some of 
the newer shooters attending includ- 
ed Win Mulkey, Siloam Springs, Ark., 
competing in his first Registered 
Match and doing very well. Compet- 
ing in his first Speer Match was Paul 
Snyder, an attorney from Castle 
Rock, Colorado. 

John Bunch and his 10-year-old 
son James shot both Heavy Varmint 
and Unrestricted. When Jimmy asked 
his father about drawing him a bench 
number the first day, John told him 
that he was on his own and wished 
him luck. As it turned out Jimmy 
did a fine job, even besting his dad 
in a match or two. 

On hand representing Redfield of 
Denver, Colorado was Larry Davis. 
Larry had along one of the new Red- 
field “3200” scopes with a little finer 
crosshair than was originally avail- 
able and was showing it to the bench- 
resters to get a firsthand report on 
how they liked it. He didn’t com- 
pete in the matches but it sounded as 
though the bug might have bitten. 

The first match of each day was the 
“Speer Match” in which all shooters 
were furnished with Speer’s “Silver 
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Match” 52 grain hollow point bullets. 
These were fired at 100 yards and 
the winner of this match, in both 
Heavy Varmint and Unrestricted 
Bench Rifle classes, was presented 
with a Sterling Silver “tidbit server” 
engraved with “Winner — Speer 
Match — 1969 — Tulsa, Okla.” The 
Heavy Varmint “Speer Match” was 
won by W. C. Massey of Dallas, Texas 
with a .162” five shot group. He used 
a Shilen built sleeved action with a 
Shilen barrel and 24X Unertl scope. 
The rifle was chambered for the 
222% and used ReLoader 7 powder 
and Rem. 714’s behind the Speer bul- 
lets. This group was also the small- 
est of the day!!! 


On Sunday Walt Berger “took com- 
mand” and fired a .328” ten shot 
group in the Speer Match to win his 
“tidbit server”. Walt fired a 222 Rem. 
built on a Baucher action with a 24” 
Hart barrel 1.250” in diameter. His 


bench rifle weighed 35 pounds and 
he teamed up 23 grains of BI-C with 
RWS primers and the “Silver Match” 
projectiles. 

There were 81 competitors in the 
Heavy Varmint matches and 30 com- 
petitors in Unrestricted Bench Rest. 

The top ten shooters in the Heavy 
Varmint class Grand Aggregate and

third at 100 yards, winning his silver 
bow] with a .3456. The second place 
trophy at 200 yards was won by 
H. E. Powers with a .2863.

The silver bowl] for first place at 
100 yards was won by “Bill” Schel- 
lert of St. Louis, Missouri with an 
aggregate of .3760.

IMPRESSIONS 
FROM PILZEN 


Because I feel there is much to 
be learned from watching others in 
action, I particularly valued my invi- 
tation from the Czechoslovakian 
Shooting Federation and the Euro- 
pean Shooting Union to shoot in the 
European Shooting Championships, 
which took place in Pilzen, Czecho- 
slovakia from 16 - 23 August. This 
month I want to share with you 
events and observations from this 
year’s European Championships. 

The old industrial city of Pilzen is 
known to most of the world for Pil- 
sener beer, but to the shooting world, 
it is known as the home of one of the 
world’s best ranges. The organi- 
zation of these championships proved 
equally impressive. Dr. Miroslav 
Hammerle, a judge from Prague and 
President of the Czechoslovakian 
Shooting Federation, headed an or- 
ganizing committee that made the 
typical problems of international 
shooting championships conspicu- 
ously absent. Firearms and clothing 
control, jury harassment of shooters, 
practice schedules and drawing of 
firing points caused none of the diffi- 
culties we have too often seen before. 


The opening ceremony took place 
the evening before competition be- 
gan. The traditional parade of 
nations was followed by pleasantly 
short speeches. One representative 
of the shooters and one of the jury 
members took oaths to execute fair- 
ly their respective functions. Jan 
Kurka, Czechoslovakia’s 50m prone 
Olympic winner, represented the 
shooters. This short, dignified cere- 
mony was a fitting prelude to the 
well-conducted events that followed. 


The first day’s events included air 
rifle and free pistol. In free pistol, 
Olympic gold medalist Gregori Kos- 
sych of the Soviet Union shattered 
the 14-year-old world record of 566 
with a 572. The Russians proved 
their supremacy in free pistol shoot- 
ing by adding 15 points to their own 
world team record in winning that 
event. 

Air rifle shooting was done in the 
300m shooting house on temporarily 
erected 10m target carriers. Any 
good shooter who sees the air rifle 
scores will swear he could do better. 
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Petre Sandor of Romania won with 
376 and West Germany won the team 
championship with 1474 (368.5 aver- 
age). Only three individual shooters 
had more than 370. The reason for 
the low scores was wind. From our 
experience with air rifle champion- 
ships, I think three conclusions can 
now be drawn. 


Air rifle and pistol competition was con- 
ducted on a portable range from the 
300m shooting house. The shooter: Mur- 
adov, USSR. 


First, the air rifle pellet is sensi- 
tive to even the lightest wind and 
matches probably should not be fired 
in ranges where the pellet is exposed 
to wind. Second, the 40 shot event is 
too short to realistically pick a true 
winner. It should be lengthened to 
at least 60 shots. Third, the fact that 
scores both in Pilzen and in the 1966 
World Championships were much 
lower than expected, and that other- 
wise good standing shooters often do 
very poorly in this event indicates 
we still have much to learn about the 
technique of air rifle shooting. We 
need to recognize that the long shot 
development time and the low veloci- 
ty of the pellet invalidate many of 
the coordination and trigger tech- 
niques of other kinds of rifle shoot- 
ing. 

The 50m matches were fired on a 
range so well protected from the 
wind that sight changes were not 
necessary. Baffles had been con- 
structed between every five firing 
points which effectively blocked all 
but the strongest gusts. The result 
was an expected flurry of new world 
records. 

As in Mexico City and Tokyo, the 
prone event had to be decided by 
arbitrary tie breaking rules. Peter 
Gorewski of East Germany won over 
Wolfram Waibel of Austria because 
of Waibel’s 99 on his last ten shots. 
Both tied the World Record with

598’s and Waibel and Jan Kurka of 
Czechoslovakia were credited with 
world record 400’s for their first 40 
shots. Four more shooters posted 
597’s including one who fired nines 
on his last two shots and one who 
had a 97 on his last series. Seventeen 
shooters had 595 or more. Romania 
and Czechoslovakia both fired World 
Record 2380’s in the team event with 
Romania getting the win on the basis 
of a smaller difference between team 
member scores. Perhaps the most 
important message to come out of 
recent international prone events is 
that luck plays too large a factor in 
deciding championships. 60 shots is 
too short and the differences be- 
tween top shooters are only minute 
fractions of a millimeter. The result 
is that winners are often chosen in 
the scoring room. 

Oleg Lapkin of the USSR won 
standing with a world record 379, 
and fired a second place 392 kneel- 
ing, to post a world record total of 
1165. Vitali Parkimovitch of the 
USSR was second twice with 377 
standing and 1162. 

The biggest suprise of the Euro- 
pean Championships was the double 
victory posted by a 25-year-old 


» chemical analyst from Vercelli, Italy. 


Franco Donna won 50m _ kneeling 
with 393, and came back the next 
day to win the standard rifle event 
with a new world record of 578 on 
the strength of a 200 prone and 195 
kneeling. In addition Donna won 
third in the three position match 
with 1156. 

The Russian Team of Lapkin, Par- 
kimovitch, Melnik and Agisev raised 
the kneeling world record by 10 
points with 1557 (389 average), the 
standing record by 27 points with 
1494 (373.5 average) and the three

position record by 43 points with 
4632 (1158 average). West Germany 
also exceeded the old three position 
record set by the USA in 1966 and 
won the standard rifle team match 
with a 2277 which tied the world 
record. The West Germans this year 
discovered a strong fourth position 
shooter, 25-year-old Gottfried Kuster- 
mann, to accompany their veterans 
Klingner, Kohnke and Zahringer and 
have emerged as a clear third best 
behind the USA and the USSR in po- 
sition shooting. Their team was also 
fourth at 300m, an event where they 
have little opportunity for training. 


The equipment picture in Pilzen 
was characterized by the almost total 
domination of the winner’s circle by 
Anschutz rifles and Tenex ammu- 
nition. Lapkin and Parkimovitch of 
the Soviet team used Anschutz. Par- 
kimovitch had inletted an Anschutz 
barreled action into his old stock 
and had added a weight to the fore- 
end. Almost all of the rifles had 
some type of weight attached either 
to the barrel or the fore-end. The 
only smallbore medal where an An- 
schutz was not used was the 2nd 
place 598 prone by Waibel who used 
a Walther. American style prone 
stocks were used by none of the 
medal winners in the English match. 

The Russian assault on the record 
book was slowed during the 300m 
events only by a very strong wind. 
Wind flags on the range were too 
few and too small to use in judging 
the wind. In these “shoot and hope” 
conditions the heavy 200 grain bullet 
used by the Russians offers a dis- 
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tinct advantage. As expected, Soviet 
shooters Valentin Korney, Sergei Er- 
milov, and Vitali Parkimovitch won 
the first three places with 1151, 1149 
and 1143 respectively. Shota Kvelia- 
shvili, USSR, won prone with a 393, 
indicating how strong the wind was. 
Kornev won kneeling with a world 
record total of 392 and the Soviet 
team set a team world record in this 
position with 1554. The big surprise 
in the 300m shooting was the stand- 
ing gold medal won by a young un- 
noticed Danish shooter, Vagn Ander- 
sen, who fired 372. 

The so-called army rifle match was 
similarly dominated by the Russians. 
Boris Melnik, Kornev, and Yuri Kur- 
dryashov took the first three places 
with 566, 564 and 564. The 200 prone 
fired by Kornev has completed the 
demise of the army rifle match and 
has begun the era of the big bore 
standard rifle. With true army rifles 
any prone score over 190 was good, 
but now we can expect these rifles 
to have the same accuracy standards 
as 300m match rifles. Standard rifle 
weight and stock dimension rules 
now apply with the additional limi- 
tations of a 1.5 kg (3.3 lbs) trigger 
and post front sight. 

The Russian shooters used the same 
ammunition for both 300m _ events. 
They normally use the same bullet 
for all loads, but have ammunition 
with three different velocities. On 
windy days they naturally use the 
fastest ammunition. 

Czechoslovakian Ladislav Falta 
was a double winner in pistol shoot- 
ing with 582 in the new standard 
pistol event and 596 in center-fire. 
In rapid-fire, Italian Giovani Liver- 
zani won a three way shoot-off from 
Marcel Rosca of Romania and Falta, 
all of whom finished the regular 
match with 593’s. Heinz Mertel of 
West Germany was the air pistol win- 
ner with 385. Czechoslovakia won 
pistol team matches in standard and 
rapid-fire pistol. The Soviet Union 
won the other team events. 

The most impressive feature of the 
pistol events were the close contests 
between the Czechs and the Russians. 
The Czechs have a young team which 
included one 20-year-old. Their 
junior pistol shooters dominated the 
European Junior Championship in 
Paris in June so even more can be 
expected from them in the future. 

The most disappointing perform- 
ance in Pilzen was by Switzerland, 
the nation of riflemen. Their only 
medal was an air rifle bronze taken 
by 24-year-old Martin Truttmann, but 
this is perhaps symbolic of the 
change that the shooting sport has 


undergone in recent years. The Swiss 
have never had a program to develop 
young shooters and have consistently 
neglected the needs of their match 
shooters. The Swiss champions for 
years have been weekend shooters, 
but now the era of the gentleman 
shooter is gone forever. The shoot- 
ing champion of today is a total 
athlete. He lives and must live sport 
shooting seven days a week. The 
Swiss have not yet realized this. 
The USSR shooters now hold 18 
of the 34 world records in rifle and 
pistol shooting while the USA has 
only six. This new domination of the 
record book by the USSR has come 
about first because USA shooters did 
not even have a chance to shoot for 
world records this year, let alone in 
superb conditions such as in Pilzen, 
and because the USA has been con- 
tent with its past successes. We have 
been content to continue letting the 
military services develop all our in- 
ternational shooters and we have 
been content to let our young shoot- 
ers develop themselves. If we are to 
regain our share of the record book 
our shooters must have as many 
chances at world records as_ the 
Europeans and we must initiate ag- 


gressive new programs to develop 


and train our shooter-athletes.

A volcano of hot scores kept erupt- 
ing from the mountainous Prescott, 
Arizona, range during the Western 
Wildcats “Floating” Labor Day week- 
end 6400 celebration. So unbelieva- 
bly fiery were those scores that we 
feel it in order to declare that their 
authenticity has been carefully docu- 
mented .. . And, with so many of 
the competitors sharing in the glory, 
there was a remarkable display of 
esprit de corps in the form of genuine 
applause. 


In the most imposing of his 
(numerous) comebacks, BILL GRA- 
TER won both Iron Sight Aggre- 
gates, combining his 6th metallic 1600 
(126X) with a 1599-109X for a 3199- 
235X Metallic Sight Aggregate total. 
Outstanding! And, second only to 
Joe Barnes’ 3200 record. ... Bill was 
running out of time on one of the 
100-yd stages. Holding in the middle 
of the 9-ring, on the 3 o’clock side 
(with irons, remember), he got the 
shot off in time. It was a very close 
one and well worth the dollar, but 


didn’t quite make. 


Bill Grater 
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The wonder of it all was that the 
notoriously tricky Prescott range per- 
mitted such scores. Grater’s was the 
first metallic 1600. But, Grace and 
George Stidworthy, famous for their 
hospitality, outdid themselves in 
ordering lovely weather .. . Still, 
there were those shifts in angle from 
9:00 to 10 o’clock and 3:00 to 2:00, 
etc., and a lapse in concentration 
could easily mean a 9... In the dop- 
ing department, Grater is thorough. 
So, in addition to staying alert and 
sensitive to the slightest change in 
direction, what else figured in his 
near-perfect score?.... Jesse Grigg, 
your fine article (July P.S.) has been 
widely read. Applying one of your 
ideas, Bill Grater, who is far-sighted, 
focused for an instant on the front 
aperture, then on the bull. It worked. 
With the use of tinted filters ... as 
the light dictates ... in the Redfield 
Vard (diopter) allowing variation in 
the size of the iris, Grater has hit 
upon an effective combination. Inter- 
esting that his 23rd 1600 possible, and 
his only one of the tournament, was 
with irons. 


Absence from the tournament scene 
began telling on Grater during the 4- 
day grind. When in top condition, he 
is dynamite with scope, and would 
have been in a favorable spot to raise 
the Open 6400 Aggregate Record. 
Still, in winning the Grand Aggre- 
gate with 6395-490X, Bill Grater es- 
tablished a new National Civilian 
Record!!! And, Bruce Meredith’s 


6396-539X Open Record remains in- 
tact. Grater was firing an Atkinson- 
barreled-52C with Kenyon trigger,

and one of the new lots of Eley— 
#WR-232. 

Runner-up in the Grand was Don 
Odenweller, a member of the UCLA 
Rifle Team, who went over for the 
practice and surprised even himself 
with an excellent 6391-496X. He was 
shooting a prone Anschutz, stocked 
by his “proud poppa”, Keith. 

It was third-place winner and host, 
George Stidworthy, whom Bill Grater 
predicted would win his own shoot 
for a change. George had his usual 
high X-count — 6390-527X — but, his 
big splash is yet to come (shortly, 
that is). 

A battle royal was waged for the 
3200 Any Sight Aggregate Record, 
held by Stidworthy with 3200-288X. 
Int’] position shooter CARL GUEN- 
THER found the prone position so 
relaxing that he poured in 295X’s for 
a 3200!!! His record lasted for per- 
haps five minutes — until the scor- 
ing of the rest of the relay was com- 
pleted ... It would really have been 
a shame had George not been there 
to defend his record — and, defend 
it, he did... 

“1600 King” GEORGE STIDWOR- 
THY was completely under the influ- 
ence of self-hypnosis ... proving his 
super ability with only 20X’s down 
in two days to regain his National 
Open Record. Would you believe a 
3200-300X??? ... George remarked 
that he was glad that it wasn’t one 
of those bargain basement scores, 
like 299X’s. . . . He “came to” be- 
fore the last shot and lost it for a 10. 
Otherwise, he would have had 153X 
and a new 1600 Aggregate Record. 

(Next page please) 
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As it was, he tied his own 1600-152X 
Record, .. . He admits to being a bit 
distrustful of what he saw. (One 
wonders how he could still see very 
much of anything). And, he “didn’t 
break it perfectly” for, obviously 
“there was pressure”. George ana- 
lyzed it, “Knowing it had to be at 
least a 10 or Guenther had my 3200 
Record, maybe I just made sure of a 
10”... So, the scoreboard reads 1600 
#36 for Stidworthy ... #30 for Hol- 
lister... 


Herb has experienced an unusually 
lean season for 1600’s, having bagged 
only one possible ... with 8 1599’s. 
In contrast, he had ten 1600’s last 
year. . . . Of course, Herb was in 
England in June with the Anglo- 
American Team and missed some 
matches. I rather suspect, too, that 
he would have picked up a few 
1600’s had long range courses been 
scheduled earlier in the day at some 
tournaments in which he competed. 
The sequence of matches can and 
does make a difference. A point of 
interest—: we understand that only 
Bill Krilling and Rans Triggs have 
fired their Critchfield 3200’s in the 
sequence of the original Critchfield 
Course — that is, with the difficult 
100-yd match last. Krilling, in fact, 
finished up the first 3200 at 100-yds 


iron. ... While discussing these 3200 
shooters, it seems a propitious time 
to correct a typographical error ap- 
pearing in Random Shots in Septem- 
ber. Hopefully, “We do anticipate 
that NRA will soon officially recog- 
nize the 3200 CLUB with a suitable 
award and brassard”. 

Returning to Prescott—: Don 
Odenweller drove over with Bob 
Bjorklund, in his new Mustang Mach 
1... and they both fired their first 
1600’s the same day! 

President of the interesting new 
junior champion’s club, BOB BJORK- 
LUND demonstrated that the lively 
Rabbits are really hoppin’! Winning 
the second 50-meter any sight match, 
Bob became co-holder of the 400-39X 
National Junior Record. Then, he 
climaxed a truly masterful perform- 
ance with anew NATIONAL JUNIOR 
ANY SIGHT AGGREGATE RECORD 
—3199-277X!!! Bill Grater’s 3195- 
272X Junior Record for the course 
had endured since 1955, until Doug 
Charity (shooting irons) raised it to 
3196-251X during the 1969 Nationals. 
According to the law of probability, 
this new Junior Record should be 
safe for awhile yet. ... Bob Bjork- 
lund, who placed third in the Nation- 
al Metallic Sight Championship, 8th 
in the Open Grand Aggregate, and

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was runner-up for the National 
Junior title, would have also estab- 
lished a National Junior Record for 
the 6400 Aggregate — except that he 
was disqualified under Rule 18.15 
after firing a 200-17X on the more 
difficult 50-meter target in the 1st 
stage of Friday’s 50-yd iron! He only 
lost 9 points for the 4 days. 


Random Shots readers are well 
aware that I have voiced strenuous 
objections to the practice of disquali- 
fying a shooter for the honest mis- 
take of firing on a more difficult 
target. The penalty far outweighs 
the crime — and, despite allegations 
to the contrary, I have yet to find 
such a penalty stated in the Rule 
Book. Rule 18.15, section (e), mere- 
ly states, “it is the competitor’s re- 
sponsibility that the correct target 
for the range being fired is framed.” 
Section (d) of the same rule pro- 
vides, “That after due warning on 
any infraction of existing rules, that 
the competitor shall understand that 
a repetition thereof shall be the sub- 
ject of disqualification for that match 
or tournament.”. . . . George Stid- 
worthy felt badly about the disquali- 
fication of young Bjorklund, who 
realized that he had the wrong target 
before he went for record. Stidwor- 
thy considers, “This rule needs some 
intelligent modification”. ...As Rule 
Book revision promises to be a com- 
plicated, lengthy process, in the best 
interests of competitive smallbore 
shooting, I am petitioning the NRA 
Rules Committee to render an in- 
terpretation of Rule 18.15, section 
(e), to be in force until the January 
1971 Rule Book is issued... . While 
some serious rule infractions are be- 
ing “winked at”, it seems imperative 
that the application of this rule be 
officially and uniformly resolved. It 
was hoped that the proposed 5-bull 
staggered 50-meter target would 
eliminate the problem created by 
three similar targets. Until such time 
as the new target is adopted, a ruling 
would forestall further discourage- 
ment to individual shooters. 


On a happier note, I am delighted 
to tell you about a new shooting 
personality who is far from being 
discouraged — GEORGE VARTANI- 
AN. You first heard about “Lovable 
George” when he fired his first 1600 
at this year’s Western Nationals. He 
takes his shooting seriously and be- 
lieves there is no substitute for quali- 
ty when it comes to equipment. He 
credits Art Dolat, of Canoga Park, 
Calif., who made his stock, and Karl 
Kenyon with putting his 1%-inch 
straight-barreled Atkinson-BSA in 
prime condition. .. Now hear this—: 
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Vartanian’s rifle and scope (Unertl 
1%") weigh 27-Ibs!!! Amazed? So 
was I. George is short, but powerful 
... and with good reason. He placed 
second in the 1948 Olympic tryouts 
in weight-lifting! He used to shoot 
about that time with the Austin Rifle 
Club in suburban Chicago. After a 
long layoff, it was not until January 
1967 that he appeared at the Los An- 
geles Rifle & Revolver Club, eager to 
shoot again. ... With cloth coat and 
wearing his whimsical large sun 
bonnet for luck, he went after Pres 
Kendall’s Open Record at 50-yds any 
sights ... the final match at Prescott. 
After his 400-40X, Vartanian con- 
tinued firing until he dropped his 
60th additional X. That officially 
exceeded Kendalls 400-40X - 45X by 
10X’s, making Vartanian holder of the 
National Open and Civilian Records 
with 400-40X - 55X! He confessed 
that he was wishing that his rifle 
weighed only about 26-lbs when he 
was working on his 3rd additional 
target. Someone commented that “he 
was a scream” after it was all over... 
that he could hardly get his breath, 
and it couldn’t all be attributed to 
altitude. . . . He finished off his 3rd 
1600 with his record. 

As you must have gathered, it was 
quite a tournament—: the first to 
produce two 3200’s; there were nine 
1600 possibles, including one by 
Bruce Peterson, of Tucson; in ad- 
dition to five National Records... . 
Debbie Hicks of Tempe, Arizona, was 
both High Lady and High Junior, 
scoring 6378-455X. ... Don Odenwel- 
ler had 3198-250X to win the Satur- 
day - Sunday Aggregate, which was 
the only single Critchfield Aggregate 
....A noteworthy innovation by the 
Stidworthys allowed tyro Juniors, at 
reduced fees, to fill vacancies exist- 
ing on the range... iron sights only 
... With special awards. It attracted 
approximately 15 juniors each day. 

It would be wonderful if other 
clubs adopted the plan.

Bob Boydston went back to his old 
stomping ground to win the Montana 
State Championship with a pair of 
1598’s for a 3196 Grand Aggregate... 
also on Labor Day weekend. Young

ern Wildcats, placed third. Statistics 
are sketchy, but who needs them 
when discussing Laurel.

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hog is enough to make your mouth 
water. And, the beans cooked in an 
iron kettle, so big that Clint stirred 
them with a shovel.

before the matches were over and 


devoured all of the prime ribs of 
beef. The shooters were so ravenous 
from the tantalizing aromas that they 
shot as rapidly as possible to get to 
the chow.
